Deacon Thomas Hart: 1680-1773, the son of Captain Thomas Hart and 
Ruth Hawkins. Thomas married Mary Thompson on December 17, 1702. 
Mary Thompson 1682-1763 was the daughter of John Thompson and 
Mary Steele. Thomas and Mary had children: Mary, Ebenezer, Elijah, 
Hannah, Elijah, Ruth, Mercy. In 1712, Thomas was one of the seven 
pillars of the Great Swamp Church. Thomas was a deacon of the church. 
Mary died in 1763 and was buried in the Christian Lane Cemetery (see 
headstone). Thomas remarried to Elizabeth Galpin in January 1764. 
Elizabeth died in 1771 and is buried in the Christian Lane Cemetery. 
Thomas died on January 29, 1773 and was buried in the Christian Lane 
Cemetery.
